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SOUKHOMLINOFF ACCUSED OF 
BEING INFORMER OF TEUTONS 


Against Former - Russian 
War Minister and His Wife 
Are Made Public. 

PETROGRAD, June 1.—Minister of 
Justice Pereveizeff has presented to 
the Provisional Government a report 
on the charges against Gen. Souk- 
homlinoff, former Minister of War. 

Soukhomlinoff is accused of heg- 
lecting, while War Minister to stim- 
ulate the production .of ammunition, ' 
with the result that the army was 
s..ort of it. It also is charged that 
he communicated military informa- 
tion to German and Austrian spies in 
1911 and 1912 and similar information 
to two civilians. 

The indictment alleges Gen. Souk- 
homlinoff’s wife aided and abetted 
him. 


Gen, Soukhomlinoff resigned as 
Minister of War in June, 1915, and 
was arrested the following May as 
a result of preliminary inquiry by 
Senator Bogorodsky into charges of 
criminal neglect and high treason. 
He pleaded innocence of the charges 
against him and laid the blame on 
Cabinet Ministers and Duma: mem- 
bers. Shortly after the outbreak of 
the recent revolution, he was arrested 
by revolutionary forces and Itncarcer- 
ated in the St. Peter and St. Paul for- 
tress. It was said he narrowly es- 
caped lynching. .His wife also was 
ywiade prisoner.

UN EAST SIDE SET 
FOR TOMORROW 


Out at 5 A. M. if Wage De- 
mands Are Not Met. 


ON SYSTEM 


Be Employed ‘Because of War 
Factor in Disagreement. 


The motormen and conductors of the 


East St. Louis & Suburban Railway 
Co. trolley system today delivered an 
ultimatum to D. E. Parsons, the com- 
pany’s general manager, that they will 
go on a strike at 5 a. m. tomorrow unless 
a wage agreement is reached before that 
hour. 

Conferences were expected to be held 
this afternoon and tonfght in an effort 
to avert the strike. The men had a 
meeting last night. Shortly before its 
adjournment at 2 a. m. they voted to 
make tomorrow morning the time limit 
of further negotiations with the com- 
Pany. 

Men employed on the* city lines oper- 
ated by the company now receivé 27 
cents an hour. They are asking for an 
increase to 38 cents an hour. The men 
operating cars on the company's ex- 
tensive suourban system are receiving 
28 cents an hour and are asking for 43 
cents, 

Company’s Offer to Men. 

The company contends these demands 
are excessive. It has offered to raise 
the pay of all motormen and conductors 
to 33 cents an hour and to start newly 
employed men at 27 cents an’ hour and 
increase this pay at regular intervals 
until the new men are making as much 
as the old. 

Objecting to anv sliding scale ar- 
rangement, the men are demanding a 
flat increase, and they have refused 
to submit the question to arbitration 
on any other basis. 

Posatbie Hiring of Women. 

The possible employment of women 
as motormen and condut¢tors also has 
entered into the controversy. Real- 
izing that it might be necessary to 
employ women if the war depletes the 
ranks of men workers, the company 
offered to leave this possibility to ar- 
bitration, including the question as 
to what salary should be paid to the 
women if it should become necessary, 
but they insisted that in that event 
the women should be paid the same 
salary as the men. 

The controversy between the men and 
the company has been under way since 
May 1, when @® tWo-year salary agree- 
ment expired. Many conferences have 
been held and union representatives 
have come here from other cities to aid 
th men in winning their point.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—How Italy's 
action helped France throw back the 
Germans at the Marne and also weak- 
ened the German-Austro offensive on 
Russia was detailed today by August) 
Ciuffelli, former Minister of Public 
Works, and a member of the Italian war 
mission. 

‘‘I'pon Italy's deciaration of neutrality 
at theroutbreak of the war,” said Ciuf- 
felll, ‘France was able to withdraw one- 
half million men from our frontier to 
throw them across the German patch be.- 
fore Paris. At that time France was 
pressed for trained men and supplies and 
the Britiso army was not yet toobilized. 
Without Italy's action the Germans 
probably would haye entered Paris. 

“Similarly Italy's entrance into the 
war in May. 1915, tremendously aided 
the retreating and disorganized Russian 
armies and created such a diversion as 
to save Russia from beffig reduced to 
impotence. 

“If Italy had been inspired na the lust 
of conquest she could eagily have joined 
with. Germany, whose victory would 
have. been tremendously facilitated by 
Italy's intervention. But Italy could not 
make herself party to the aggression of 
Austria upon Servia or aid in a war 
featured by the invasion of Belgium. 
Italy could not join the two imperial 
dynasties which dreamed of world dom- 
ination on the principle that might 
makes right. 

‘“jtaly’s sacrifice in this war has been 
ulmost staggering. We now have 4,0,.- 
0 men under arms. Our front is 540 
kilometers (334.8 miles) long, sreater 
than the whole French and Beigian 
front. Every yard we have conquered 
has cost us terribly. 

“Some of our heavy guns are fishting 
on peaks 9600 feet high. Our roads and 
supply lines in many cases have been | 
cut through solid ice. A whole new 
human center has been built up in the 
most inaccessible part of the Alp:. 

“This must be the last war. Nations 
cannot in the future squander ali their 
money on military preparedness."

WAS BISSING'S PLAN 


Late Governor-Genéral Thought 
War Would Be Lost if Country 
. (Was Not Annexed. 


COPENHAGEN, June 1.—The late 
Governor-General Bissing of Belgium 
maintained until the day of his death bis 


annexation of Belgium to Germany. Ger- 
man advocates of’ moderate peace have 


been asserting that Von Bissing changed 
the views he expressed in a memoran- 
dum he addressed to the Emperor advo- 
cating annexation. This is disproved by 
a letter written by Von Bissing on Jan. 
1} to the Reichstag Deputy, Dr. Strese- 
mann. 

In this lettér Gen. von Bissing declared 
that the war was lost if Belgium, at 
the end, was not chained to Germany, 
to be ruled and exploited in Germany’s 
interest. He chides those ‘“supérficial 
thinkers who wish to content themselves 
with guarantees of a paper nature or 
who pera the Meuse line an ade- 
quate frontier, a line which can never 
constitute the frontier which we need.” 

Von Bissing goes on to say that the 
frontier needed to protect Belgium 
against England and France must be 
advanced as far as conceivable north- 
ward and that the coast is and must be 
part “of that frontier. The Governor- 
General declared that his entire policy 
had béeen guided by this idea and that 
he had labored secretly but steadily to 
build up ‘“‘connections’’ to support this 
program. He added that if these secret 
connections were maintained, he hoped 
the time would come when Germany 
v.ould be compensated through Belgium 


for her great sacrifices in the war. 


Vpn Bissing continued by saying that 
his policy toward the Flemings and the 
Belgian church was inspired and guid- 
ed by this thought. Perhaps Cardinal 
Mercier will be surprised to read that 
the General conducted his church policy 
with ‘‘wise moderation’ and also his 
opinion that: ‘‘I should perhaps have had 
an easier time along kulturkaempf 
lines (referring to Bismarck’s kultur- 
kaempf, or war with the Roman Cath- 
olic Church), but we need the church 
when once we wish to bring German 
methods and German labors into effect 
in Belgium.”’ 

In conclusion, Von Bissing wrote of 
the confidence the Emperor showed in 
him, and added that his policy in Bel- 
gium had always been conducted “in ac- 
cordance with his majesty's directions 
and wishes.’’ 


AVIATOR LUFBURY DECORATED 
WITH BRITISH MILITARY MEDAL 


American Wins Honor for His Escape 
From Seven German Machines . 
Knaown as “Flying Circus.” 
PARIS, June 1.—Rauol Givas Lufbury, 
the only American “Ace,” the highest 
card in that aerial pack famed as the 
Lafayette escadrille, and who is cred- 
ited officially with having shot down 
nine Gorman aeroplanes, has been deco- 
rated. with the English military meda!, 
on recommendation of the British avia- 
tion service. No other American flyer 
had won this honor, but two French- 
men, both “‘Aces’’—Vialet and Flachace 

—have done so. 

Lufbury’s decoration was for his es- 
cape from the ‘flying circus,’’ the 
squadron of séven fast-flying German 
machines which always traveled to- 
gether. While far inside the enemy's 
lines Lufbury encountered that “flying 
circus,” and although he was surround- 
ed and his plane hit by many bullets, 
he cut his way through and dodged to 
i safety. : 

De- 
laage, killed recently, as second in con- 
mand of the Lafayette escadrille. 

Clyde Balsiey, who was wounded in 
the hip a year ago by an explosive bul- 
let and was decorated with the Frencn 
military medal when he seemed to be 
dying, has rejoined the escadrille.

ATTITUDE IN WAR 


Says True Basis Lies in Mutual 


Recognition of Power of 
Defense Shown. 


MORE NATIONAL LIBERTY 


Address at Opening of Reichsrat. 
Greeted by Cheers That 


Drown National Anthem. 


AMSTERDAM, June 1.—The open- 
ing of the Reichsrat in the grand hall 
of ceremonies in the Imperial Hof- 
burg at Vienna yesterday was solemn 
and brilliant. Numerious deputies 


appeared in picturesque national cos- 


tumes, w h, with the gold braided 
court and military uniforms, the vio- 
arb of the princes of the church 
and the field gray of the soldiers, 
made a multi-colored picture. 

The entry of Emperor Charles was 
greeted with three enthusiastic 
“hochs,” which were repeated when 
he took his seat on the golden throne 
under a red and gold: canopy while 
the Empress and Archduchess ar- 
ranged themselves on the dias beside 
him. 

Rousing cheers greeted the an- 
nouncement of the Emperor that he 
was determined to exercise his solemn 
prerogatives always in a truly con- 
stitutional sense; also, when he re- 
ferred to the heroic achievements at 
the front and again when he em- 
phasized the point of free nationali- 
ties enjoying equal rights within the 


4monarchy and standing firmly united. 


There were cheers, too, when he spoke 
of “our faithful German ally.” 

At the close of the speech from the 
throne, the President of the House of 
Deputies called for cheers, which was 
in such a deafening 
fashion as to drown the national an- 
them that was being - played. 

Text of Emperor’s Speech. . 

Ernperor Charles, after affectionately 
recalling the meméry of Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph, said: 

“Summoned in a fateful time to direct 
the State, I, from the beginning, have 
been conscious of the immense serious- 
ness of the task Providence has laid on 
my shoulders. I feel, however, within 
me the will and power loyally to dis- 
charge my duties as ruler, following the 
example of my illustrious predecessor, 
and to do justice, with God's help, to 
my sublime office. 

“The interests of the State shall no 
longer be deprived of that effective 
furtherance which zealous co-operatioz 
of a popular assembly rightly compre- 
hending its powers, judicious and con- 
scientious, can provide. Ihave sum- 
moned you; honorable gentlemen, to ex- 
ercise your constitutional activity, I 
heartily welcome you today on the -in- 
auguration of your work. 

“In full consciousness of the consti- 
tutional duties taken over from my il. 
lustrious predecessor, and from my own 
deepest conviction, I desire solemnly to 
declare to you my unalterable will to 
exercise my right as ruler at all times 
in a truly constitutional spirit and to re- 
spect inviolably liberties according to 
the fundamental law and to. preserve 
unabridged to the people that share in 
the formation of the State's will, which 
the prevailing constitution provides 
for. 

Patriotic and Free People. 

“In the loyal co-operation of my peo- 
ple gnd its representatives, I see sup- 
port for the success of my activity, and 
I think that the welfare of the State, 
whose glorious existence has been 
maintained in the storms of a world- 
war by the firm cohesion of its citizens, 
cannot in times of peace be more se- 
curely rooted than in the unassailable 
rights of a mature, patriotic and free 
people. 

“Mindful of my obligation fo' the con- 
stitution and adhering to my intention 
expressed immediately on my accession 
to fulfill this obligation freely, I must 
at the same time keep in mind the pro- 
visions of the fundamental law which 
places in my hands alone the decisions 


to be taken at the great moment of the | 


conclusion of peace. 

“T am, however, convinced that a 
happy development of our constitutional 
life after the unfruitfulness of the past 
years and after the exceptional politi- 
cal conditions of war time—apart froro 
the solution of the Galician question, 
for which my illustrious precedessor a!- 
ready was indicated the way—is not 
posaible without expanding the consti- 
tution and the administrative founda- 
tions of the whole of our public life, 
both in the State and in the separate 
kingdom and countries, especially in Bo- 
hemia. 

Equal Privileged Peop 

“IT trust that recognition of” oe seri- 
ous responsibility for the formation of 
political conditions and your belief in 
the happy future of the empire, splen- 
didly strengthened in this terrible war, 
will give you, honorable gentlemen. 
strength in union with me. speedily to 
create conditions giving scope to free 
national and cultural development of 
equal privileged peoples. From these 
considerations I decided to postpone 
taking the constitutional oath until the 
time, which I hope is not far distant. 
when the foundation of a new, strong 
and happy Austria will again for gen- 
erations to come be generally consoli- 
dated internally and externally. 

“Already today, however, I declare 
I shall always be the just, affectionate 
and conscientious ruler of my dear 
peopie In the sense of the conatitutional 
iden which we have taken over as a 
heritage from our forefathers and in tho 
spirit of that true democracy which, 
during the storms of a world war, has 


wonderfully stood the ordeal of fire in] 


the achievements of the entire people 
at home and at the front. 

“We are sti 
mightiest war of ali times. Let me from 
your midst with thankful heart offer 
my imperial greeting to all the heroes 
who for neariy three years on our far 
flung fronts have joyfully discharged 
the heavy duty and on whose tron re.

“Our group of Powers did not seek 
the sanguinary trial of strength of this 
world war. Aye, more than that, it has.

out ambiguity made known its readiness 
for peace, guided by the firm convictior, 
that the true formula of peace can only 
be found in the mutual recognition that 
the positions have been gloriously de- 
fended. : 

“The future life of the peoples should. 
in our view, remain free from animosity 
and thirst for revenge and for genera- 
tions there should be no need to employ 
what may be called the last resource 
of the state. But this high aim of hu- 
manity can only be attainable by such a 
conclusion to the war as will correspond 
to that peace formula. 

“The great neighboring people to the 
east, to whom old friendship united us, 
gradually is becoming conscious of its 
true aims and tasks, and it lately ap- 
pears to approach this standpoint and 
seek from an obscure impulse a direction 
of policy which will save the treasures of 
the future before they have been de- 
voured by a senseless war policy.

“The demand of the present mun:ent is 
for the full exertion of all the energies 
in the state. But also we must roi neg- 
lect to prepare ourselves for the sreat 
tasks which the future has in sture and 
to the happy solution of which the fu- 
ture prosperity of the state depcnds.”’ 

The Emperor then recalled the gigantic 
financial demands of the war, which he 
said the state was able to mect from its 
jown resources. He ‘declared that the 
| success of the sixth war loan was “the 
| best proof that the calculation of Ays- 
tria’s enemies, who perhaps thougst ‘hey 
could expect a change in the war situa- 
tion from the decline in the internal re- 
sources of the state, was doomed tv fail- 
ure.”’ 


Work of Restoration. 

The Emperor emphasized the necessity 
of directing the economic policy into 
the regulated channels and of creating 
an adequate state revenue, and then 
dwelt upon the necessity of restoring 
the devastated districts and providing 
for the dependents of fallen soldiers. He 
recalled the wonderful elasticity shown 
in home productions in wartime ind 
said: 

“Based on an economic compromise 
{with Hungary and on the commercial 
policy of the monarchy systematically 
| déveloped, al) our energies will have to 
be combined to render production more 
fruitful and cheaper.”’ 

The Emperor dwelt on his -solicitude 
| for the social welfare of the people and 
instanced various social measures, espi- 
cially the regulation of the work of 
women and youths. The middle classes, 
he said, also were hit by the war and 
needed the zealous solicitude of the 
state. The populace had exceeded the 
expectations of the state and should, 
therefore, not be disappointed by -—he 
state. In conclusion, the Emperor said: 

“I know that you will allow nothing 


but your conscience to influence your 


mandate, but you will only interpret 
rightly the voice of cénscience if you 


direct your eye constantly on the last-: 


ing purposes of the whole community. 
In the conscientious discharge of duty 
is to be found the best guarantee of the 
welfare of the empire and the surest 
guarantee of the rights of the peoples. 
The great time in which we tive has cre- 
ated a new sense of responsibility to the 
state and a new sense of relative valueg 
in politics. 

“I was a long time at the front and 
saw at. work the heroes who are défend- 
ing our frontier. 


Vivifxing Foree of Victory. 

“I know the vivifying force of their 
victorious spirit'and do not doubt that 
the moral rejuvenation which the fa- 
therland has drawn from the world war 
will penetrate our entire political life 
and be mirrored in the labors of the pup- 
ular assembly. 

‘‘Always remember, however, that the 
strength of the monarchy is rooted nct 
the least in its historic associations a:d 
that only affectionate regard for it can 
maintain and develop its living strength. 
Therefore I hope you will cultivate a 
loyal sense of unity with the countries 
of my Hungarian holy crownland, whic 
has recently proved itself one of the 
principal supports of the monarchy. I 
hope you will promote unanimous collab- 
oration among the various races in the 
state, which all have a share in the glory 
of this war. 

‘Honorable gentlemen of both houses, 
once again accept my cordial greetings. 
It is a great moment which brings a 
new ruler for tne first time face to face 
with the people’s representatives. May 
it be the beginning of a time of flour- 
ishing progress, a time of power cnd 
prestige for venerable Austria, and cf 
happiness and blessings for my beioved 
peoples. God grant it.”

The war has collected a heavy toll from the 
ranks of art, those victims being especially nu- 
merous who were just beginning their artistic 
careers after giving a promise of exceptional 
achievement. The death of Edouard de Reszke 
at Erietrikow, Poland, came after his artistic ca- 
reer had been finished. It inspires regret chiefly 
because of associations connected with past De 
Reszke triumphs and because of the distressing 


passed—circumstances of deprivation and st./er- 
ing about which he wrote a pitiful letter to the 
world not long ago. — 

As a tenor Jean de Reszke naturally drew to 
himself the greater adulation during the years he 
Sang the chief romantic roles of grand opera and 
was reputed to command the largest salary of any 
masculine singer in the world. But though sub- 
ordinated because of his type of voice, Edouard de 
Reszke was accounted a greater artist than his 
more famous brother and relatively his voice was 
assigned a higher rank as a basso than Jean’s as 
a tenor. ‘His rendition of the sardonic roles 
in “Faust” and “Batber of Seville’ are among 
the delightful memories of a passing generation 
of opera goers.

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SPLENDID SPRING WHEAT PROSPECT. 
Wheat for July delivery declined to $1.94 yes- 
terday, a drop of more than 80 cents from -recent 
dates, when panic prices prevailed under un- 
restricted speculation. The decrease is attributed 
in part to the excellent yields of winter wheat in 
Texas, where harvesting has already begun, and 
in Oklahoma, where it is about to begin. 

These are states of small wheat production— 
probably. not more than 45,000,000 bushels in the

The war has collected a heavy toll from the 
ranks of art, those victims being especially nu- 
merous who were just beginning their artistic 
careers after giving a promise of exceptional 
achievement. The death of Edouard de Reszke 
at Erietrikow, Poland, came after his artistic ca- 
reer had been finished. It inspires regret chiefly 
because of associations connected with past De 
Reszke triumphs and because of the distressing 
circumstances under which his last months were 
passed—circumstances of deprivation and suffer- 
ing about which he wrote a pitiful letter to the 
world not long ago. ; 
As a tenor Jean de Reszke naturally drew to 
himself the greater adulation during the years he 
Sang the chief romantic roles of grand opera and 
was reputed to command the largest salary of any 
masculine singer in the world. But though sub- 
ordinated because of his type of voice, Edouard de 
Reszke was accounted a greater artist than his 
more famous brother and relatively his voice was 
assigned a higher rank as a basso than Jean’s as 
a tenor. His rendition of the sardonic roles 
in “Faust” and “Barber of Seville’ are among 
the delightful memories of a ne generation 
of opera goers. 
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FOR A REPUBLIC AT BERLIN. 
A society called the Friends of the German Re- 
public has been formed under the direction of a 
revolutionary committee in New York to work 
for the substitution of democracy for Hohenzol- 
lernocracy in Germany. 
This is the first time organized effort has been 
devoted to such a purpose and it may be believed 
that the movement has been started under circum- 
stances giving some promise of. practical results. 
The date is not far distant when the German peo- 
ple will be casting about for something different 
and better than they have had heretofore in the 
control of their national destinies. Until that 
time comes all effort from whatever source for 
emphasizing the democratic principle and over- 
coming fixed ideas induced by Prussianism will 
be useful and. valuable. Preparations for tearing 
down the governmental system that has brought 
disaster and horror on Germany, and building a 
new and better structure on a firmer foundation 
ought to provide a much more attractive field 
of activity for German-Americans than attempts 
of various degrees of seriousness to handicap the 
United States in the prosecution of the war.

Oyster shells are lined) with a 
smooth coating which is commonly 
called mother-of-pearl, or nacre. The 
oyster builds up this lining layer on 
layer. 


If any foreign substance—even a 
grain of sand—happens to enter the 
shell of an oyster the oyster imme- 
diately begins to allay the irritation 
it causes by surrounding it with the 
material it uses to build up the lin- 
ng of the shell. This process the 
Oyster keeps up year after year. 

Pearls are not made by oysters 
alone. Any mollusk may form them, 
but pearls formed by common oysters 
and clams are not particularly at- 
tractive. 

On the farm at Tatokujima the first 
steps toward the production of the 
pearls are taken during July and 
August of each year. Wherever the

found most abundant, small pieces of 
rock and stone are placed. In a 
little while oyster-spat will be at- 
tached to these rocks. Then the rocks 
are removed to beds which have been 
prepared for them in deep waters. 
If they are left in shallow water dur- 
ing the winter the oysters may perish 
from the cold. They are left in the 
deep water beds undisturbed for 
three years. Then they are taken out 
of the sea, and into each oyster is 
introduced a small seed pearl or a 


small round piece of nacre which 
serves as the nucleus for a future 
pearl. The oy sters are then returne4 
to the sea, where they remain for 
four years. At theeand of that time 
they are taken out and the harvest 
of pearls is reaped. During the four 
years the oyster has been busily en-

The duty of the appraisers is to make 
a personal investigation of the prcperty 
of applicants for loans, and to submit 
reports to the officials of the 
bank. The property is first appraised 
by a committee of the local Nzxtional 
comiprised of 
farmers. The delay in making loans 
has been due to the slowness of farm- 
ers in organizing the local farm loan 
cssociation, as required by law, 2iid per- 
fecting their application papers. 

Bank Ready Several Months. 
The bank has been organized for sev- 
eral months, and ready to do business, 
but had to wait until the farm: were 
able to comply with the terms of the 
Danforth said it was 
probable that the bank would have all

The officials of the: bank have ezdeav- 
ored to get experts in farm matters for 
One of the apprais-

Edgar L. Dean, now working as an 
appraiser in Arkansas, was graduated 
from the Arkansas School of Agricul- 
ture, and has been a successful county 
agent for several years. F. H. Me- 
another appraiser,

of the Illinois University, and was en- 
gaged in field work for several years. 
For some time he has been successfully 
cperating a big farm in Marion County, 
This is the type. of men the. bank 
has endeavored to get for appraisers, 
but it has not been able to get a force 
of men apparently so well equipped for L 
the work as Gibbs, Dean and McKelvey.
